2 C As of 12-13 August the Militia was spot checking railroad passengers 

traveling toward Bansko*. Allegedly, a small band of “guerrillas'* attacked 
the Militia patrol in that area and killed several Militiamen, Reportedly, 
the “guerrillas 11 are still at large in the Rodopi Mountains, Roadblocks 
have been set up and spot checks are being conducted in this area* 

3o The following ships were seen by informant in the space of a few days 
during early August* Informant believes that the ships were submarine 
chasers or destroyer escorts: 

a, Nine in Sozopol harbor
